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counseling (HIBC) to prevent STIs, in-
tensive behavioral therapy for cardio-
vascular disease, and behavioral coun-
seling for obesity furnished via an
interactive telecommunications sys-
tem is equal to the current fee schedule
amount applicable for the service of
the physician or practitioner.

(1) Emergency department or initial in-
patient telehealth consultations. The
Medicare payment amount for emer-
gency department or initial inpatient
telehealth consultations furnished via
an interactive telecommunications
system is equal to the current fee
schedule amount applicable to initial
hospital care provided by a physician
or practitioner.

(i1) Follow-up inpatient telehealth con-
sultations. The Medicare payment
amount for follow-up inpatient tele-
health consultations furnished via an
interactive telecommunications sys-
tem is equal to the current fee schedule
amount applicable to subsequent hos-
pital care provided by a physician or
practitioner.

(2) The CF for an anesthesia service
furnished by a CRNA not directed by a
physician may not exceed the CF for a
service personally performed by a phy-
sician.

(b) To whom payment may be made.
Payment for an anesthesia service fur-
nished by a CRNA may be made to the
CRNA or to any individual or entity
(such as a hospital, critical access hos-
pital, physician, group practice, or am-
bulatory surgical center) with which
the CRNA has an employment or con-
tract relationship that provides for
payment to be made to the individual
or entity.

(c) Condition for payment. Payment
for the services of a CRNA may be
made only on an assignment related
basis, and any assignment accepted by
a CRNA is binding on any other person
presenting a claim or request for pay-
ment for the service.

§414.61 Payment for anesthesia serv-
ices furnished by a teaching CRNA.

(a) Basis for payment. Beginning Jan-
uary 1, 2010, anesthesia services fur-
nished by a teaching CRNA may be
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paid under one of the following condi-
tions:

(1) The teaching CRNA, who is not
under medical direction of a physician,
is present with the student nurse anes-
thetist for the pre and post anesthesia
services included in the anesthesia base
units payment and is continuously
present during anesthesia time in a
single case with a student nurse anes-
thetist.

(2) The teaching CRNA, who is not
under the medical direction of a physi-
cian, is involved with two concurrent
anesthesia cases with student nurse an-
esthetists. The teaching CRNA must be
present with the student nurse anes-
thetist for the pre and post anesthesia
services included in the anesthesia base
unit. For the anesthesia time of the
two concurrent cases, the teaching
CRNA can only be involved with those
two concurrent cases and may not per-
form services for other patients.

(b) Level of payment. The allowance
for the service of the teaching CRNA,
furnished under paragraph (a) of this
section, is determined in the same way
as for a physician who personally per-
forms the anesthesia service alone as
specified in §414.46(c) of this subpart.

§414.62 Fee schedule for clinical psy-
chologist services.

The fee schedule for clinical psychol-
ogist services is set at 100 percent of
the amount determined for cor-
responding services under the physi-
cian fee schedule.

§414.63 Payment for outpatient diabe-
tes self-management training.

(a) Payment under the physician fee
schedule. Except as provided in para-
graph (d) of this section, payment for
outpatient diabetes self-management
training is made under the physician
fee schedule in accordance with §§414.1
through 414.48.

(b) To whom payment may be made.
Payment may be made to an entity ap-
proved by CMS to furnish outpatient
diabetes self-management training in
accordance with part 410, subpart H of
this chapter.
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
